W ashington, May 7 (A*) — The two 
sharpest Senate critics of the North 
A tlantic pact said today It would 
give the President power to plunge 
th e U nited States Into w ar w ithout 
approval by Congress. 
Republican Senators Donnell of 
Missouri and W atkins of U tah both 
said this unw ritten power Is a m ajor 
reason why they are critical of the 
proposed 12-nation alliance. 
“I am convinced now th a t this is 
true,” W atkins told a reporter, ‘ and 
th a t it was intended by those who 
fram ed the treaty." 
Tills view is denied by adm inistra­ 
tion leaders and other pact sup­ 
porters. They argue Congress still 
would retain the constitutional right 
to declare war, with the Presidtnt 
getting no power other th an th a t he 
already holds. 
But W atkins, quoting the pact as 
saying th a t an attack oh any mem­ 
ber would be m et “forthw ith'’ and 
with "overwhelming” force, said the 
only way this could be done would 
be for the President to order im 
m ediate armed action. 
Donnell agreed. He said the prest 
dential power lies w ithin the lan­ 
guage of the treaty. “And once the 
President has involved us In armed 
conflict,” he added. “Congress has 
no alternative left.” 
Both said they have made no de 
cision on how they will vote on the 
pact.

W estern Germ any has said “no” to 
Com m unist pleas to halt form ation 
of its proposed new state. 
Her political leaders, meeting here 
last night, completed all but the 
final form alities of adopting a west 
G erm an constitution. They sched­ 
uled the last step of adoption for 
tomorrow, the fourth anniversary of 
G erm any’s surrender in World W ar 
II, and voted to place government 
in the hands of an interim organi­ 
zation until a regular government 
can be formed in July.

clearly was speeding its work to 
beat the Wednesday midnight dead­ 
line for lifting the German block­ 
ades under the New York agreement 
announced Thursday by Russia and 
the western powers.

M urray, president of both the CIO 
and the Steelworkers, wouldn’t esti­ 
m ate the total cost of his union’s 
dem ands to the steel industry. He did 
estim ate,

T he CIO leader long has-been in 
favor of pensions for his members,

benefits. He’s become more insistent 
on pensions since John L. Lewis ob­ 
tained them for his UTVTW members.

In Springtime true love will al­ 
ways find a highway. 
W heres It Going? 
In seeking the reason for high oil 
consumption few car owners con­ 
sider the possibility of actual leak­ 
age. the usual fear being th a t the 
car is due for new piston rings. Be­ 
fore going off the deep end the sit­ 
uation always calls for checking the 
valve comparetment which may have 
loose cover plates or poor gaskets. 
Oil stands 
in this 
com partm ent 
when the engine is at rest and will 
leak out if not properly sealed. 
Much oil also escapes around the 
rear of the motor pan and is often 
m istaken for oil working into the 
clutch housing past a worn rear 
m ain bearing or defective bearing 
seal. Leakage around the timing 
gear case is common enough to be 
considered when oil mileage is low. 
Don’t forget the crankcase drain 
plug which will leak a lot of oil if 
loose or if its threads are stripped. 
Worried Over Clicks 
An uncomfortable num ber of mo­ 
torists are worrying these days over 
annoying clicking noises. Just as if 
this were something new in the 
motor scene.

Maeterlinck, famed Belgian author 
of “The Blue Bird" and other works, 
died in Nice Friday, the French Press 
agency reported. He was 86. 
Maeterlinck’s works are noted for 
their fanciful beauty. Among the 
mosta famous are “Pelleas E t Meli- 
sandie,” made into an opera by the 
French composer Claude Debussy; 
“The Blue Bird." “The Life of the 
Ant" and “The Life of the Bee.” 
Maeterlinck was awarded the No­ 
bel prize for literature in 1911. 
Most of his later years were spent 
on the French Riviera, but when the 
Germans moved on Paris in 1940 
Maeterlinck 
fled 
to 
the 
United 
States with his wife, arriving in New 
York Dec. 7, 1940. In January. 1941, 
he made one of his rare public ap­ 
pearances, attending the first Eng­ 
lish-language presentation of 
the 


opera. “Felleas Et Melisande," by 
the Philadelphia opera company.

"In any program to develop 


such an understanding heavy 
reliance must be ' placed upon 
history as a great reservoir of 
inspiration. The question is how 
to make the use of history most 
effective to this end. A meaning- 
less recital of names and dates 
is not the answer. Our history 
must be made full of meaning 
and life, and result in an appre- 
ciation of the struggles and 
hardships which have helped 
build America.

"It is axiomatic that patriot- 


ism is based upon loyalty to cer- 
tain ideals connected with the 
Nation's heritage. Loyality, like 
charity, can. best begin at home, 
Persons are loyal to and will 
fight to uphold those things 
which they know and cherish as 
a partT of their personal life and 
within their own understanding. 


"The use of history to build 


sound Americanism should also 
begin at home. We should try to 
build our loyalty around that 
part of America which is the 
home State or community of the 
individual citizen. Our citizenry 
must be filled with a love for 
their community and for the 
State of which it forms a part. 
Iri turn there develops an in- 
evitable love of country and the 
sound Americanism so essential 
to our national life. National 
ideals and aspirations and the 
American heritage are thereby 
translated into individual and 
community experience. 


"Tf. is in this connection that 


the history of our States and of 
our localities becomes of the ut- 
most importance in 
creating 


Americanism. All of our great- 
est national ideals and institu- 
tions have local roots. Local his- 
tory is truly living history, close 
to the people and their experi- 
ences and those of their fore- 
bears. No great, event in our 
national history is without a lo- 
cal setting or local personalities 
in some community area.

"Edward Everett once said 


,"How is the spirit of a free peo- 
ple to be formed and animated 
and cheered but out of the store- 
house of its historical recollec- 
tions?" Almost without limit arc 
the examples which can be cited 
from the history of our States 
and localities to show the part 
each has played in the build- 
ing of the national heritage. In- 
deed, the current proposal to in- 
clude State documents on the 
Freedom 'Train's extended tour 
is belated recognition-of-the fact 
that our national history is 
deeply1 rooted in the early history 
of all the several States.
